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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not so linked 
as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single 
invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8 and 29-32, drawn to an isolated toxin from Karlodinium micrum. 
Group II, claim(s) 9-11, drawn to a method of producing a karlotoxin. 

Group III, claim(s) 20-23, drawn to a method of inhibiting Karlodinium micrum through contact with an 
antibody. 

Group IV, claim(s) 24-26, drawn to an immunoconjugate of Karlodinium micrum. 
Group V, claim(s) 33, drawn to a method of treating blooms in aqueous medium caused by K micrum. 
The inventions listed as Groups I-V do not relate to a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 
13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special technical features for the 
following reasons: 

Claims 1-3 at least, are anticipated by Kempton et al (Harmful Algae, June 2002). Kempton et al 
teach an isolated toxin from Karlodinium micrum, wherein the toxin is elated at about 22 minutes upon 
reversed phase HPLC separation using a concentration of 80% MeOH tCig column elution (See Pg. 236, 
col. 1 and Pg. 239, col. 1). The isolated K micrum toxin appears to be the same as KmTxl (Claims 1-3 & 
5). Consequently, the special technical feature which links Groups 1-V (an isolated K micrum toxin), does 
not provide a contribution over the prior art, so unity of invention is lacking.
